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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a tooth whitening film type composition, classified in 
class 424, subclass 53. 

II. Claims 6-10, drawn to a tooth whitening film type composition comprising 
of mesh with a plurality of fibers and void spaces, classified in class 424, 
subclass 53. 

III. Claims 11-14, drawn to a process of making a tooth whitening product, 
classified in class 424, subclass 53. 

IV. Claims 15-18, drawn to a tooth whitening film type composition wherein 
said film further comprises a water insoluble additive, classified in class 
424, subclass 53. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as products which share an disclosed common 
utility linked to a substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the products encompass 
embodiments that are NOT required to perform the common utility or (2) that the 
products as claimed encompass embodiments that are NOT required to have the 
substantial structural feature. In this case, the products as claimed encompass 
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embodiments that are NOT required to have the substantial structural feature e.g. the 
Group II invention requires a mesh feature that is not required in the Group I invention. 

Inventions I, II and IV are related as products which share an disclosed common 
utility linked to a substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the products encompass 
embodiments that are NOT required to perform the common utility or (2) that the 
products as claimed encompass embodiments that are NOT required to have the 
substantial structural feature. In this case, the products as claimed encompass 
embodiments that are NOT required to have the substantial structural feature, e.g., the 
Group IV invention requires a water insoluble additive that is not required in the group I 
or II invention. 

Inventions I, II and IV and III are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
another and materially different product, in particular, transdermal patches (see U.S. 
Patent No. 4,695,465. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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No telephone communication need be made where the requirement for restriction 
is complex, the application is being prosecuted by the applicant pro se, or the examiner 
knows from past experience that an election will not be made by telephone See MPEP 
§ 812.01 [R-3]. In this case, since a four way restriction is being made, the restriction 
requirement is complex and therefore the election will not be made by telephone.
